Claims 1-12 are currently pending tor cxamirmlion. Claim 3 is currently amended. 
No new matter has been added, 

BMection of Claims 1 and 2 under 35 iy,S.C> 102 

Claim/; I and 2 stand rejected under 35 U,S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bamhart (5,447,331). 

In order tor a retcrcncc lo be an anticipatory rcfCTenec, the reference must disclose 
each and every element of the claimed invenliun. Il \s respectfully submitted that Barnhart 
does not teach or suggest ait the elements recited in the claimf;. 

ITie E>caminer indicates thai Damhart in column 2, lines 23-37 discloses ''an angle 
sensor i'or supplying a signal indicative the angular position of the operating arm about the 
vertical axis with respect to the bolU.)m chassis/' as is presently claimed in Claim 1 , 
Applicant respectfully submits thai Barnhart fails to teach said element as claimed in Claim I. 

Hie section of the Barnhart patent referenced by the Hxaminer appears to ieaeh 2 
ditTerent ways to scn^c oscillation of an axle with respect to the ch3S6ih% One method utiliTes 
a hydraulic sensor and the other method an electric sensor. In either case described, the 
sensor is positioned between the chassis and the axle to give an indication of the angular 
displacement between the axle and cha<;si.s. No means or concern with monitoring the angle 
between an operating arm and the chassis is mentioned in the cited reference. 

Claim I as originally submitted in part claims "an angle sensor for supplying a signal 
indicative of the angular position of said operating ariTi abo ut sa id vertical axia with respec t to 
said botton> chassis" (emphasis added). At minimum, Barnhart noted fails to disclose any 
means or concern with measuring or monitoring the angular position of the operating arm 
about the vertical axis with respect to the chassis as claimed in Claim t and as such tails to 
disclose each and every clement of the claim. Therefore, Claim I should be allowed over the 
cited reference oJ* Barnhart for at least iJie reasons given. Claim 2 depends from Claim I and 
should be allowed for at least the same reasons as Claim I . Withdrawal of the rejection is 
respectfully requested.
